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INTRODUCTION 


Anastrepha  Schiner  is  the  largest  and  most  economically 
important  genus  of  true  fruit  flies  (Diptera:  Tephritidae)  in 
the  American  tropics  and  subtropics.  Approximately  180  valid 
species  are  known,  including  such  pests  as  the  Mexican  fruit 
fly  (A.  ludens  (Loew)),  the  guava  fruit  fly  (A.  striata 
Schiner),  the  South  American  fruit  fly  (A.  f raterculus 
(Wiedemann)),  and  the  West  Indian  fruit  fly  (A.  obliqua 
(Macquart  )). 

In  this  list,  we  have  attempted  to  compile  all  of  the 
published  primary  host  plant  records  for  all  species  of  the 
genus.  The  list  is  intended  to  serve  regulatory  entomologists 
and  pest  management  personnel  by  indicating  the  hosts  attacked 
by  the  major  pest  species,  but  we  also  hope  that  it  will 
stimulate  further  research  by  indicating  those  species  that 
have  been  poorly  studied.  Hosts  are  unknown  for  more  than 
one-half  of  the  species  of  Anastrepha.  VJe  will  be  grateful  for 
notification  of  corrections  or  additional  records  for  the 
list.  The  senior  author  will  continue  to  update  it  and  has 
recently  become  Involved  in  a project  to  produce  a database 
for  the  host  plants  of  all  Tephritidae. 

The  list  is  organized  into  four  parts.  Part  1 lists  the 
currently  recognized  species  of  Anastrepha.  We  follow  Steyskal 
(1977)  in  including  Lucumaphila  Stone,  Phobema  Aldrich,  and 
Pseudodacus  Bezzl  in  Anastrepha.  The  host  genera  are  listed  by 
family  in  part  2.  Plant  nomenclature  follows  Terrell  et  al. 
(1986).  The  host  data  are  organized  in  two  parts,  indexed  by 
Anastrepha  species  (part  3)  and  by  host  genus  and  species 
(part  4). 

Records  for  undetermined  Anastrepha  species  are  often  omitted 
from  the  list  if  determined  Anastrepha  species  were  reported 
for  the  same  host.  Similarly,  records  for  undetermined  plants 
are  not  always  included  if  determined  plant  species  of  the 
same  genus  were  reported  for  the  same  Anastrepha  species 
(e.g.,  there  are  many  records  for  Anastrepha  sp.  on  Citrus  sp. 
that  are  not  included).  The  host  original  distribution  code 
(OD)  in  part  3,  although  not  totally  complete,  indicates  to 
the  best  of  our  knowledge  if  the  plant  is  native  or  exotic  to 
the  original  range  of  the  fly  species,  that  is,  if  the  plant 
is  likely  to  have  been  an  original  host.  In  part  4 we  include 
most  plant  common  names  reported  in  the  Anastrepha  literature, 
although  those  differing  only  in  their  endings  are  sometimes 
omitted. 

This  list  has  been  compiled  from  a wide  variety  of  sources  and 
users  should  be  aware  that  the  reliability  of  the  data  varies 
considerably.  We  have  attempted  to  differentiate  primary 
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records  (i.e.  reports  based  on  reared  specimens)  from 
citations  (i.e.  data  repeated  from  previous  authors),  but  many 
authors  have  not  clearly  indicated  this.  It  is  often  difficult 
to  determine  the  authenticity  of  records  where  common  names 
were  used  or  where  taxonomic  limits  were  previously  unclear. 
For  example,  many  early  records  for  A.  f raterculus  were  based 
on  misidentif icatlons  of  A.  obliqua . To  clarify  future  host 
records  and  permit  their  confirmation  by  subsequent  workers, 
we  recommend  that  the  following  data  be  included  when 
publishing  host  information  for  Tephritidae: 

• Complete  scientific  name  of  the  fly  and  plant  species, 
including  author  names; 

• Who  identified  the  fly  and  the  plant,  or  what  keys  or 
floras  were  used; 

f Institutions  where  voucher  specimens  of  both  the  fly  and 
plant  are  deposited; 

• Complete  collection  data  for  each  record  including  the 
country,  state  or  province,  locality,  dates  of  collection 
and  emergence  of  adults,  and  collector's  name; 

f Plant  part  infested  and  mode  of  attack  (e.g.  feeding  in 

pulp  or  seed  of  fruit,  mining  in  stem  or  leaf,  forming  stem 
or  flower  gall,  etc.); 

f Infestation  level  (e.g.  number  and  percentage  of  fruits 
infested)  or  other  biological  notes. 

We  also  recommend  that  the  word  "host"  be  used  only  with 
reared  specimens.  Unnecessary  confusion  results  when  this  term 
is  used  to  refer  to  trees  in  which  McPhail  traps  are  hung. 

Regulatory  agencies  should  note  that  some  plants  included  in 
the  list  have  been  infested  only  under  artificial  laboratory 
conditions.  These  plants  should  not  be  considered  natural 
hosts  for  quarantine  purposes.  When  deprived  of  normal  hosts, 
females  of  some  Anastrepha  species  will  deposit  their  eggs  in 
almost  any  fruit  available  or  even  in  wax  spheres.  In  this 
way,  for  example.  Baker  et  al.  (1944)  forced  A.  ludens  to 
breed  in  bananas,  cactus  fruits,  figs,  walnuts,  calabaza 
squash,  and  numerous  other  fruits  that  have  never  been  found 
infested  in  the  field.  We  have  included  records  of  this  type 
in  the  list  because  they  have  sometimes  been  reported 
indiscriminately  as  hosts  (e.g.  Wasbauer  1972).  They  are 
indicated  here  as  laboratory  hosts  by  an  "L"  in  the  record 
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type  code  (R)  in  parts  3 and  4.  Other  records  are  designated 
in  the  code  as  one  of  three  other  types.  Field  host  records 
(F)  are  those  where  the  author  stated  or  where  we  assume  that 
the  flies  were  reared  from  field  collected  plants.  These  are 
assumed  to  be  natural  hosts.  Questionable  records  (Q)  are 
those  for  which  we  have  doubts  about  the  fly  or  host 
identification  or  if  the  record  was  based  on  rearing. 
Incidental  records  (I)  are  infestations  occurring  only  in  the 
vicinity  of  high  populations  on  a preferred  host.  For  example, 
Fischer  (1934)  bred  one  specimen  of  A.  grandis  from  fruit  of  a 
guava  tree  in  the  middle  of  a pumpkin  field;  A,  grandis  has 
been  commonly  reared  from  various  species  of  Cucurbitaceae , 
but  except  for  Fischer's  record,  not  from  fruit  of  any  other 
plant  family.  Similarly,  Swanson  & Baranowskl  (1972)  found 
larvae  of  A,  suspensa  in  tomatoes  only  near  heavy  infestations 
in  preferred  hosts,  and  only  in  a few  broken  lychee  fruits; 
the  hard  exocarp  of  the  lychee  normally  prevents  oviposition. 
Guava  is  not  a normal  host  of  A,  grandis , nor  is  tomato  or 
lychee  for  A,  suspensa.  Except  for  quoting  the  comments  of  a 
few  authors  in  the  citations,  we  have  not  differentiated 
between  common  and  rare  field  hosts  (i.e,  whether  the 
Anastrepha  species  is  a major  pest  or  only  occasionally 
attacks  a particular  host),  because  this  information  is  rarely 
reported  in  the  literature,  is  difficult  to  quantify,  and  may 
vary  geographically.  Quantitative  research  in  this  area  is 
needed.  For  example.  A,  suspensa  and  A.  obliqua  are  reported 
to  attack  many  of  the  same  Myrtaceae  and  Anacardlaceae  hosts, 
yet  A,  suspensa  more  commonly  attacks  the  former,  and  A. 
obliqua , the  latter,  at  least  in  the  Antilles  (Sein  1933, 
Whervin  1974),  Whether  these  minor  hosts  are  inconsequential 
or  serve  as  important  reservoirs  to  maintain  a population 
should  be  studied  further. 

Anastrepha  species  breed  almost  exclusively  in  fleshy  fruits, 
although  A.  manihoti  attacks  the  terminal  buds  and  shoots  of 
yuca  (Pena  & Bellotti  1977,  Caraballo  1981,  Jiron  & Hedstrom 
1988).  Larvae  of  most  species  apparently  develop  in  the  pulp 
of  the  fruit,  but  at  least  one  species  of  the  leptozona  group 
and  two  species  of  the  serpentina  group  will  also  feed  on  the 
seeds  (Stone  1942a,  Korytkowski  1974),  and  at  least  one 
species  each  of  the  daciformls  and  dentata  groups  feeds  only 
on  the  seeds  (McPhail  & Berry  1936,  Baker  et  al.  1944).  Many 
species  with  an  extremely  long  or  slender  aculeus  (ovipositor) 
may  also  be  seed  feeders,  with  the  aculeus  modified  to  allow 
oviposition  deep  within  the  fruit  in  or  near  the  seeds  Instead 
of  near  the  fruit  surface.  Because  of  the  higher  protein 
content  of  the  seeds,  species  feeding  on  them  may  differ  in 
their  feeding  requirements  as  adults  or  in  their  dependence  on 
microorganisms  as  larvae.  Females  of  the  closely  related 
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Toxotrypana  curvicauda  Gerstaecker,  the  larvae  of  which  feed 
at  least  in  part  on  papaya  seeds,  do  not  require  a protein 
source  as  adults  to  mature  their  eggs  (Landolt  1984), 

The  host  range  of  Anastrepha  is  extremely  broad;  about  270 
plant  species  in  41  families  have  been  reported  as  hosts.  Much 
of  the  diversity  is  accounted  for  by  a few  generalist  species. 
For  example,  if  the  hosts  of  the  seven  most  generalist  species 
(distincta , f raterculus , ludens , obliqua , serpentina , striata, 
and  suspensa ) are  disregarded,  along  with  the  exotic  hosts  of 
the  other  species,  only  about  75  native  host  plants  are  known 
for  the  remaining  Anastrepha  species.  These  hosts  belong  to  18 
different  plant  families,  however.  There  must  also  be  many 
more  unknown  native  hosts  because  more  than  one-half  of  the 
species  of  Anastrepha  have  no  known  hosts.  Previous  collecting 
has  concentrated  on  commercial  fruits,  many  of  which  are 
exotic.  Over  one-third  of  the  reported  hosts  are  not  native  to 
the  American  tropics  or  subtropics,  and  over  40  additional 
records  are  for  New  World  plants  not  native  to  the  original 
range  of  the  Anastrepha  species.  Extensive  collecting  and 
rearing  from  native  wild  plants  are  needed  to  gain  an 
understanding  of  the  biologically  poorly  known  species. 

Host  specificity  appears  to  vary  widely  among  Anastrepha 
species.  Some  have  been  reported  from  only  one  or  several 
closely  related  plant  species,  for  example,  A.  manihoti  from 
yuca,  A.  interrupta  from  two  species  of  Schoepf ia,  and 
A.  pallens  from  one  or  two  species  of  Bumelia.  Although  in 
some  cases  this  may  be  an  artifact  due  to  limited  collecting, 
species  such  as  those  listed  above  that  have  been  reared 
several  or  more  times  are  probably  narrowly  restricted  in 
their  host  range.  The  subtropical  A.  pallens  even  appears 
adapted  to  the  phenology  of  its  Bumelia  hosts,  as  adults  have 
been  collected  only  between  December  and  May,  just  before  and 
during  the  peak  fruiting  time.  Other  Anastrepha  species  seem 
restricted  to  larger  plant  taxa,  for  example,  grandis , 
which  has  been  reared  from  a variety  of  Cucurbitaceae  species. 
On  the  other  hand,  broad  generalists  such  as  A.  suspensa, 

A.  f raterculus , A.  ludens , and  k.  obliqua  all  have  60  or  more 
reported  hosts,  although  misidentif ications  and  laboratory  and 
incidental  records  undoubtedly  have  inflated  these  totals. 
Although  even  these  species  have  preferred  host  taxa  (e.g. 
Anacardiaceae  for  A.  obliqua , Sapotaceae  for  A.  serpentina ) , 
they  shift  among  a wide  variety  of  host  species  throughout  the 
year.  Other  species  such  as  A.  pickeli  and  A.  distincta  seem 
to  have  stronger  host  preferences,  for  yuca  and  Inga  species, 
respectively,  but  have  been  reared  occasionally  from  other 
host  plants. 
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Analysis  of  the  host  relationships  of  Anastrepha  is  difficult 
for  several  reasons.  Hosts  are  unknown  for  more  than  one-half 
of  the  species,  and  data  is  limited  or  unverified  for  many 
others.  Our  understanding  of  the  phylogenetic  relationships 
within  Anastrepha  is  also  limited.  Nevertheless,  there  appears 
to  be  a high  correlation  between  host  associations  and  the 
preliminary  hypotheses  of  phylogenetic  relationships  indicated 
in  part  1.  In  this  analysis,  we  include  only  the  native  hosts. 
Although  the  numerous  shifts  that  have  been  made  to  exotic 
hosts  are  significant  phenomena,  especially  from  an  economic 
standpoint,  these  plants  could  not  have  influenced  the 
evolution  of  Anastrepha  until  very  recently. 

Anastrepha  is  clearly  not  old  enough  to  have  strictly 
co-evolved  with  its  hosts.  Instead,  there  appear  to  have  been 
radiations  of  some  species  groups  on  particular  plant  taxa. 

The  chiclayae  and  pseudopara lie  la  subgroups  are  associated 
almost  exclusively  with  Passif lora,  and  the  cryptostrepha , 
dacif ormis , dentata,  robusta,  and  leptozona  groups  are 
similarly  mainly  associated  with  the  family  Sapotaceae. 
Sapotaceous  hosts  are  not  uncommon  for  the  rest  of  the  genus, 
although  forming  a smaller  percentage  of  the  records;  their 
wide  utilization  may  indicate  an  early  association  as  hosts 
for  Anastrepha.  Some  smaller  groups  of  apparently  closely 
related  Anastrepha  species  also  have  related  hosts.  For 
example,  A.  crebra , k.  quararlbeae , and  A.  greenei  have  been 
reared  only  from  Bombacaceae,  and  A.  manlhoti  and  A.  plckeli 
have  been  bred  mainly  from  yuca.

that  is,  the  cited  author  examined  reared  specimens  not  cited  by  a previous  author. 
Those  preceded  by  a "t"  are  citations  of  previous  authors  or  at  least  are  based  on 
previously  cited  specimens.  A indicates  this  information  is  unknown.  The  country 
from  which  the  record  originated  is  listed  in  parentheses  following  the  citation, 
where  that  information  is  available.
